ample fnnda, the best available medi- 
cal talent and an army of willing 
workers at his back, Dr. J. H. White, 
surgeon in charge, hopes for a success- 
ful termination of the struggle. 


There 
was 
a 
prompt 
response 
to the appeal of Chairman Janvier, of 
the citizens' committee, for additional 
subscriptions to the citizens' fund to 
the end of raising the §2oO,OoO desired 
by 
the 
government. 
In 
addition,

telegraphed

nor, Blanchard, asking the state's as- 
sistance in securing the money desired 
to flght the fever. Unsolicited checks 
have been sent from other parts of 
the country, and the whole fund will 
be fully subscribed, it Is believed, be- 
fore it is wanted. 


The death reported on the Bell plan- 
tation, in Jefferson parish, across the 
Mississippi river from New Orleans, 
is the fifth that has occurred there, 
•showing tho heavy mortality from the 
fever where adequate attention is not 
given. 
Five Italians fled from New 
Orleans to be Bell plantation, and all 
have died of yellow fever. The vicin- 
ity has been thoroughly Isolated and 
disinfected. 


It will probably never be possible to 
estimate the losses which New Or- 
leans suffered financially through the 
diversion of business, but the heavy 
tax on the people by the present visit- 
ation is shown by'tho fact that, be- 
sides the money already spent by. the 
boards of health and the $250,000 to 
be raised for the government, thou- 
sands of dollars have been subscribed 
and expended in ward sanitation.

With the marine hospital service 
and the authority of^; President Roose­ 
velt placed in complete control at 
noon of the scientific fight to eradicate 
yellow fever from New Orleans before 
frost comcs^ the campaign against 
the scourge took fresh life. 
With 
ample funds, the best available medi­ 
cal talent and an army of willing 
workers at his back, Dr. J. H. White, 
surgeon in charge, hopes for a success­ 
ful termination of the struggle. 
There 
was 
a 
prompt ri'sponse 
to the appeal of Chairman Janvier, of 
the citizens* committee, for adilitional 
subscriptions to the citizens’ fund to 
the end of raJsnig th'e §260,0u0 desired 
by 
the 
government. 
In 
addition, 
Mr. 
Janvier telegraphed to Gover­ 
nor, Blanchard, asking the state’s as­ 
sistance in securing the money desired 
to flght the fever. Unsolicited checks 
have been sent from other parts of 
the country, and the whole fund will 
be fully subscribed, it Is believed, be­ 
fore it is wanted. 
The death reported on the Bell plan­ 
tation, in Jefferson parish, across the 
Mississippi river from New Orleans, 
is the fifth that has occurred there, 
•showing tho heavy mortality from the 
fever where adequate attention Is not 
given. 
Five Italians fled from New 
Orleans to bo Bell plantation, and all 
have died of yellow fever. 
The vicin­ 
ity has been thoroughly Isolated and 
disinfected. 
It will probably never be possible to 
estimate the losses which New Or­ 
leans suffered financially through the 
diversion of business, but the heavy 
tax on the people by the present visit­ 
ation is shown by* tho fact that, be­ 
sides the money already spent by^ the 
boards of health and the $250,000 to 
be raised for the government, thou­ 
sands of dollars have been subscribed 
and expended in ward sanitation. 
August has always been regarded 
as one of the worst months in an epi­ 
demic, and the comparatively small 
number of fatalities 
thus 
far this 
month. 
In 
comparison 
with 
other 
years, gives great encouragement to 
the authorities. 
Eight hundred men are now at work 
in a general cleaning movement, and 
more will be added to this force daily. 
Dr. Guiteras, of the marine hospital 
service, spent the day in Southwest 
I^ouislana, 
Investigating 
reports 
of 
suspicious cases, one of them in S t 
Mary *parish. 
Reports from the bedside of Arch* 
bishop Chapelle are that he is slightly 
better. Dr. Larue is beginning to hope 
that the archbishop will recover from 
the attack of yellow fever that pros­ 
trated the eminent churchman last 
week.

vVN FRANCISCO has been 
the starting point for many 
strange 
expeditions 
and 
exploring 
parties 
bound 
for various parts of the 
globe on all manner of pe- 
culiar quests; but one of particular 
note to those interested in natural his- 
tory or in unusual pursuits for women 
is now being planned here. 


In the tropics is a wonderful great 
white bird, nearly six feet tall, and 
with plumage which glistens with the 
marvelous sheen of satin. This bird Is 
rare, so rare that even natural histor- 
ians confess that but little is known 
of it. Its scientiüc name (and naming 
it Is about as far as the scientists have 
got) Is Mycteria Americana, but it is 
commonly called the jabirú, which title 
is hard to take seriously, as it sounds 
almost like a joke on the bird or part 
of a nonsense rime. 
So far as is 
known, not one of the species is to bo 
found in any museum iu the world, 
and it Is principally to gain specimens 
of the snowy bird that Mrs. E. L, Kerr 
is forming the expedition which will 
go to Central America and the United 
States of Colombia. 
Mrs. Kerr has 
lived in the tropics for nearly twenty 
years and has devoted most of her 
time to the study and collection of 
birds and animals found tliere. being a 
naturalist of no small knowledge and 
a woman of remarkable courage and 
endurance. 
Her Juisband is a mining 
engineer, his work leading him far 
from the paths of civilization, and on 
all of his travels he has been accom- 
panied by Mrs. Kerr, who has thus 
had unequaled opportunities for ex- 
ploring territory little known to natur- 
alists. 


The Jabirú is by no means a barn- 
yard fowl even there, Mrs. Kerr hav- 
ing seen in all the time she was travel- 
ing not more than a dozen of them, 
and In out-of-the-way places always. 
She is an expert shot and has killed 
five or six of these treasures of the air, 
but has never been able to preserve 
the skins, as she had not the necessary 
materidls with her. The first she ever 
saw was while she was hunting egrets 
in Guatemala. 
She and her husband 
were camped on an Island in a large 
delta formed by the union of two rivers 
and she went out alone with her gun. 
As she was standing by a little pool 
she was startled by the appearance 
overhead of a huge white bird, which 
she saw at once was something new 
and strange to her. The wings of the 
jabirú have an imusual stretch, the 
end feathers alone being at least twen- 
t>'-four Inches long, and it flies with 
remarkable swiftness. 
As 
it 
came 
near, Mrs. Kerr shot it and it fell with 
a mighty flapping and splashing in the 
shallow water beside her. 
Upon In- 
spection Mrs. Kerr saw that it was a 
jabirú, but of a variety unknown to 
her. 


Tlie best known are the Australian 
species, 
but 
these American 
birds, 
whicli ai*e found from Mexico south to 
Patagonia, are more imposing 
and 
beautiful, being at least a third larger 
and of gayer plumage. The Australian 
jabirú is white, but with a bare black 
head, the neck and legs, the lower half 
of the wings and tail being a dingy 
black also. The one to be searched for 
by this expedition has the bare head 
and neck, but the feathers are all white 
and of a peculiarly shining, shimmer- 
ing appearance, while the lower third 
of the neck is covered with coral-hued 
wattles, giving a touch of brilliant 
color to the huge bird. 
The massive 
beak, nearly a foot long and slightly 
upturned, is black and polished like 
ebony. 
The jabirú is exceedingly shy 
and difficult of approach, frequenting 
only 
remote, 
swampy districts and 


mine, and it was there that she suc- 
ceeded in killing a large tapir, or danta. 
as they are called by the natives, Mrs, 
Kerr said: "My passion is hunting, and 
as I led a somewhat Isolated life there 
I was always looking out for some ad< 
venture of that kind. The native boys 
knew of this, too, and one day came tc 
ipe iu great excitement with a tale of 
the track of a very large danta which 
they had discovered on the mountain. 
I wont out alone, as I always do. Two 
people make too much noise, and I 
never allowed any of the boys to go 
with me on that account. 
On a high 
mountain about three miles from the 
house I came on the trail which they 
had described to me and found that It 
was indeed a fine specimen of the ani- 
mal, judging by the size of the tracks. 
After following the trail for about two 
hours, over mountains and through 
swamps and thickets, I came on the 
danta, lying down on a slight eleva- 
tion near a swamp, which was evident- 
ly its abiding place. 
With it 
a 
young one, which probably made the 
animal doubly fierce. 


"The danta will, if frightened, run. 
but if brought to bay will fight to a 
finish, trampling its victim to death 
with 
its 
knees after knocking him 
down with SL rush. 
As soon as this 
one saw me it came for me, making a 
noise like a herd of horses, but utter- 
ing no sound. I had a shotgun loaded 
with ball. 
I waited until the danta 
was within thirty feet of me and then 
I fired. It was only necessary to shoot 
once, as they are easy to kill If the shot 
goes into the soft part of the neck be- 
hind the ear. 
The danta fell dead a 
few feet from me and the little one ran 
away and made its escape in the woods 
before I could get it. I never attempt- 
ed to do anything with so large an ani- 
mal, but went home and sent tJie native 
boys to get it. They are very fond of 
the flesh, which is coarse and black, 
something like bear meat when fresh, 
and all the natives at the mine had a 
great feast that night." 


Of the appearance and habits of the 
animal Mrs. Kerr says: "These dantas, 
which are about the size of a two-year- 
old cow, or four and a half feet high, 
are not brown, like the smaller varie- 
ties, but black, with a skin like a pig 
and sparsely covered with hairs. 
The 
body resembles that of a hippopotamus 
and the head Is somewhat like that of 
an elephant, having an abbreviated 
trunk. 
It delights in swampy places, 
but does not sleep there, choosing al- 
ways a dry spot near by. 
It lives on 
succulent herbage and fruits, such as 
amate, a wild fig, and the M'ild plan- 
tain." 


If these two valuable additions to the 
world of natural science can be secured 
in Central America, Mrs. Kerr will not 
feel that her trip has been in vain, but 
she is also desirous of taking the mem- 
bers of her party, among whom will be 
an expert taxidermist, to South Amer- 
ica, where she will show them wonders 
in the United States of Colombia. Far 
up into the Santa Marta Mountains 
will Mrs. Kerr lead her little band, and 
there, on the Lado del Coche, or Lake 
of Pigs, is to be captured the huitri, a 
fierce species of the condor, as large as 
an American vulture and about the 
same 
color. 
They 
are 
strangely 
equipped with spurs on their wings, at 
the shoulders and the first joints, and 
when wounded will fight ferociously. 
When the size of the birds is consid- 
ered and the fact tffat these spurs are 
about four Inches long and extremely 
sharp it may be readily realized that 
they are a somewhat formidable foe. 


HOLLYHOCKS. 
Everybody ktìows that a "hardy per- 
ennial" is a plant that dies down to 
the ground every winter like a peony 
and comes up again in the spring for 
an indefinite number of years, and 
most people know that there Is a be- 
wildering assortment of them, ranging 
in height from two inch<-s to three or 
four feet. It is a surprising fact that 
there are barely a dozen first-class per- 
ennials that normally giwv as high as 
a man and are suitable for the back of 
a border of hardy shrubs. The best of 
these are 
single hollyhocks. 
They 
have by far the greatest range of color 
of any tail, hardy herbs and are hard- 
ier and more permanent than double 
hollyhocks. 
They are biennial and 
bloom the second year, and sow them- 
selves year after year all over the gar- 
den. 


BOX OR BARREL PACKAGE. 
'I'he question whether the box or the 
barrel makes the best package for ap- 
ples and pears came again to a free 
discussion at the meeting of the West- 
ern New York Horticultural Society 
and the New York State Fruit Grow- 
er's' Association. 
It was generally, 
conceded that for ordinary fruit the 
barrel is as yet the almost indispensa- 
ble and only package, while for choice 
or fancy applos or pears the box is of- 
ten found very profitable. 
Mr. Wil* 
lard stated that even so inconspicuous 
a fruit as the Winter Neiis pear, con- 
sisting of course of well grown speci- 
mens, ail carefully wrapped in paper, 
has netted him, in boxes, at the rate 
of .^ILoO per bushel in the English 
market. 
He also shipped Wealthy ap- 
ples to England in boxes and got good 
returns. 
The 
Winter 
Nells 
was 
praised both by Mr. Willard and Mr, 
William C. iinrry, as a fine winter 
pear, especially for family use. 
It is 
easily grown. 
Nobody would be lia- 
ble to steal it from the tree, but it de- 
velops fine qualities when it matures 
after being shipped. It is then of fine 
texture, melting and delicious.—Okla- 
homa Farmer. 


BARRELS OR BOXES FOR APPLES 


Would not consumption be doubled 
if apples were put up in small pack- 
ages like other fruits so! the consum- 
er could get them in the original pack- 
age? 
If the advance "in the price of 
barrels is due. as many think it is, to 
a pool or trust, "and I will say there 
are reasons for this belief," and there 
is plenty of timber, the remedy lies in 
the apple growers of 
the 
country 
through the National Apple GroAvers' 
Congress or some organization to put 
machinery in operation cutting it into 
cooperage. We are not assuming that 
there is any trust, but we notice each 
recurring year that barrels can be had 
if we pay the advance in price. 
It is 
a question, however, if we could se- 
cure barrels at twenty-five cents each 
again, whether it is the package wo 
should use. We are of the opinion that 
the extended distribution in a retail 
way necessary for the consumption of 
our 
large 
apple 
crops 
cannot 
be 
reached by the*use of the barrel. 
It 
may be said that for storage and ex- 
port trade we will have to use barrels. 
If only barrels are used for this it 
would relieve the barrel situation that 
much. 
Still would not a case holding 
half a barrel in use be more satisfac- 
tory for storage and export?—G. T. 
lippin, in National Fruit Grower.

In eight months spent in Guatemala 
Mrs, Kerr saw but one other jabirú 
besides that one she shot, but in the 
swamps on the shores of the Gulf of 
Nicoya, on the Pacific coast cf Costa 
Rica, she found at one time and an- 
other nearly a dozen and killed several. 
When JNIrs, Kerr's expedition goes to 
the tropics her knowledge as to the ex- 
act locality Avhere the birds may be 
found will, bo of incalculable value. 
She hopes toT secure and mount fine 
specimens for several museums. 


It is not alone for the jabirú that the 
expedition is being arranged. 
Mrs. 
Kerr says that Central America is an 
unexplored treasure land for natural- 
ists, being the meeting place for the 
Northern and Southern Hemispheres, 
and having much of the animal and 
vegetable life of both. It is compara- 
tively little known, too, except on the 
beaten paths, and there are many won- 
ders that are yet to be exploited. Mem- 
bers of the strange family of tapirs are 
there, and Mrs. Kerr has seen and 
killed them. 


In Costa Rica at one time Mrs. Kerr 
lived some distance from any town,

Now it is usually compounded of glu- 
cose, brown cane sugar, extract of 
hickory bark and other substances ca- 
pable of more or less plausible disguise. 
The Bureau of Forestry considers it a 
moderate statement to say that seven- 
eights of all the maple sugar and syrup 
on the market are counterfeit. 
It 
thinks that the production of the genu- 
ine article can be made profitable 
throughout the Northern States 
and 
down as far as the mountains of East- 
ern Tennessee and Western North Car- 
olina. 
Its investigations show that a" 
farmer can easily clear S3 per acre, 
and usually more, from a sugar grove 
on land that would be useless for any 
other purpose.

HOLLYHOCKS. 
Everybody kftows that a “hardy per- 
onniar* is a plant that dies ^own to 
tho ground every winter like a peony 
and comes up again in the spring for 
an indefinite number of years, and 
most people know that there is a be­ 
wildering assortment of them, ranging 
in height from two inches to three or 
four feet. It is a surprising fact that 
there are barely a dozen first-class per­ 
ennials that normally gi*ow as high as 
a man and are suitable for the back of 
a border of hardy shrubs. Tho best of 
these are 
single hollyhocks. 
They 
have by far the greatest range of color 
of any tall, hardy herbs and are hard­ 
ier and more permanent than double 
hollyhocks.

BOX OR BARREL PACKAGE.

FLATIRONS. 
The flatirons must always be per­ 
fectly clean, and it is best to scour them 
each time they are used; by doing it 
thus frequently they are kept clean 
with very little work, w’hilo if neglect­ 
ed they are constantly doing poor w w k 
soiling the clean clothes, and a long 
scouring when they are cleaned. After 
they are w’ashed and scoured each 
week, place on the stove to dry thor­ 
oughly and then slip each one into a 
little bag made with draw’strings for 
the purpose, oj% a t least, slip each one 
Into an empty paper bag to keep clean 
from dust till they are used again. A 
rag dipped in kerosene and salt is ex­ 
cellent for smoothing the bottom of 
an iron; or sprinkle some salt bet^veen 
layers of Avaxed paper like that used 
for lining cracker boxes, which should 
be saved for the purpose. 


FLOWERS FOR T H E HOUSE. 
Flowers may be moved 'in full bloom 
from the garden to tho yard or house. 
For instance, take an ordinary pine 
box, say two feet by three, six or 
eight inches deep. Fill with nice, rich 
soil, thoroughly dampened. 
Take up 
the plants with as much dirt adher­ 
ing as possible, and set in the box,, 
firming tho dirt around the roots. Fill 
the box full of plants in full flower, 
and of different kinds. 
When done, 
sprinkle thoroughly, just like 
they 
had been in a hard rain. 
Let drain, 
clean off, and move into the house, 
or wherever you may wish them, and 
they Avill not wilt, but will keep on 
blooming—a veritable portable flow^er 
bed. Keep well watered. Be sure that 
the soil is well packed in the box. If 
mulched w ith exceisior or clean chaff, 
all the better.

Banana Salad—Make a strong lemon 
jelly, omitting sugar. Mould this in a 
ring mould, and when quite firm fill 
the hollow with sliced bananas mixed 
with a cream mayonnaise. If tho jelly 
is colored with spinach green the salad 
will bo the more attractive. 
Baked 
H alibut— Purchase 
three 
pounds of fish and see th at it is cut 
in two inch strips. 
Remove the skin 
and squeeze the juice of two lemons 
over the fish and add a good sprink­ 
ling of pepper and salt. Allow it to 
stand thus for an hour, after wiiich 
dip in melted butter, dredge with flour 
and bake thirty minutes. When done, 
dust the top with grated hard boiled 
eggs and garnish with parsley.

Old-Time Bunc—:Mix to a stiff batter 
threo cups of milk, one of sugar, a 
yeast cake (or cup of yeast, as it used 
to bo), and the necessary quantity of 
flour. Mix at noon and allow tlie bat­ 
ter to rise xnitil night, then add ii cup­ 
ful of sugar, one of currants, one of 
molasses a teaspoonful of soda, one of 
nutmeg, one-half teaspoonful of cinna­ 
mon, the same of ground cloves. Mix 
again to a stiff batter, set to rise over 
night, make into shapes and w^hon 
baked wash the tops with raw egg. 
StuiTed Green Peppers—Cut a small 
piece off tie stem pud of tho peppers, 
or .cut theiu in two lengthwise, re­ 
moving tho seeds and partitions. Boll 
them for five miniRes, drain, and fill 
with three Bermuda onions cooked ten­ 
der, chopped and mixed with a table­ 
spoonful of minced parsley, a scant 
cupful of breadcrumbs, a few drops 
of lemon juice, salt, cayenne, a little 
celery salt and two tablespoonfuls of 
mushroom catsup. 
Bake the stuffed 
peppers in a shallow pan in a hot oven, 
basting frequently with melted butter.

The letter v/hich Commo<lore Perry 
bore from our 
government 
to 
the 
Mikado asked for a mutual treaty. 
The original Instrument 'svas drafted 
in !May, 1S51, by Daniel Webster, then 
Secretary of State, and was signed by 
President Fillmore. 
There it rested. 
In November, 1852, Mr. Webster’s suc­ 
cessor, Edward Everett, fished it out 
of the departmental pigeonholes, took 
it to pieces and refashioned it. Three 
copies were prepared‘and were splend­ 
idly engrossed in English, Dutch aud 
Chinese, 
lliese were 
inclosed 
to­ 
gether in a sumptuous gold ease; and, 
to make the whole presentment still 
more impressive 
to 
the 
Japanese 
mind, the gold case was enshrined in 
a colTer of rosewood. 
The document intrusted to Com­ 
modore Perry aske:l of the Japanese 
court two things, friendship and trade 
—first and foremost, friend,ship, for 
the safety of our seamen. 
Many a 
hapless crew had been driven into 
their ports by iStorm or wrecked on 
their rocky coast, escaping the perils 
of the deep only to be w^elcomed by 
those truculent islandera to a dungeon 
or a cage on shore. This wrong must 
be slapped at all hazards. 
And if, 
in addition, we could persuade Japan 
to enter 'Into friendly relations of 
trade, the two countries, by mutual 
interchange 
of 
productions, 
might 
each ri'omoto its own prosperity and 
the Avelfare of the other. 
It 
w^as 
thought that Orientals might see that 
as well as Yankees. 
In the end they 
did. But it cannot be said that Japan, 
any more than oyster, ever really 
yearned to be “opened."—Century.

After the eyes are screwed in ana 
the two dowels slid in place stand it 
upright so that the dowels will rest on 
a baseboard. Make marks Avhere they 
rest and bore two holes to hold them. 
The base may be made of oue board 
about an inch thick, or two half-inch 
boards. It should be about six inches 
wide and eight inches long.
